Joint communiquks issued on 
November 15 include a relaxation 
in Peking's _ requirements for full

AGAINST YOUNCER

A group representing the Chinese 
community in California announced 
in a press conference on November 
1Sth that they have filed a class 
action suit in lower federal court 


against Evelle Younger，state attor- . 


ney general in California，for vio- 
lation of their civil rights. 

The legal complaint states that 
Younger and three other co-defen- 
dants on his sta 任 “infringed and re- 
dced”the civil rights of all Chinese 
by the drafting，publication，and 
distribution of a criminal intel- 
ligence bulletin that is filled with 
many false，sweeping genertal- 
izations about the Chinese commu- 
nity ( 开 AT，10/10773). 

Named as plaintiffs in the case are 
Mason Wong， Berkeley council- 
woman Ying Lee Kelly, the Chinese 
Newcomers Service Center， the 
Chinatown-North Beach Youth 
Services and Co-ordinating Center， 
and the Asian Coalition for Action. 
Along with Younger as ,co-defen- 
dants are Joan Werder，author of 
the intelligence bulletin; Alan Lew， 
Director of the Criminal Intelligence 
Branch，who approved the bulletin 
and received Younger's approval to 
distribute itii and Peter Niblo，an 
enforcement group Supervisor in 
San Francisco who received the 
bulletin from Younger. 

HEROIN MARKET 

The intelligence bulletin，entitled 
T7izad: Mafia or tpe 下 agb was pub- 
lished in July, 1973, and distributed 
byYounger to al local enforcement 
o 钙 cials in the state. The bulletin， 
designed as a folow-up to the fed- 
eral narcotics and dangerous drugs 
program to halt the flow of heroin 
coming from Southeast Asia, singles 
out the Chinese as a potentially dan- 
gerous group in the“world heroin 
market.”This claim is then dubi- 
ously supported in the seven-page 
bulletin by what the author，Wer- 
der，calls“a brief overview of Chi- 
nese fraternal societies，the control 
and influences they have on the Chi- 
nese community，and their involve- 
ment in illegal activities.” 

To correct this erroneous image of 
the Chinese，the complainants are 
(D seeking an injunction to halt the 
distribution of the report and to 


prevent any similar reoccurences in 
the future; (2) demanding a bublic 
retraction of the bulletin by 
Younger; and (3) requesting the 
development of a program to 
“sensitize”the Justice Department 
to the“historical and present-day 
realities of the Chinese people.” 
In the press conference, Ying Lee 
Kelly said the report is a_ product of 
the same kind of anti-Chinese men- 
tality that existed 和 the 19th Cen- 
tury.“A new myth of the Chinese as 
a smuggler of dope and heroin has 
been created,”she said. 
YOUNGER'S MOTIVES 
She also charged that Younger 
has used this report to promote his 
own chances in the Upcoming 
gubernatorial elections，She cited 
other instances in Youngers past 
where he has run into trouble with 
the Chinese and other minority 
communities in the state: charges 
made by Younger on the threat of 
Chinese youth gangs in the Annual 
Report on Organized Crime in De- 
cember,1972, and trouble with both 
the Chicano community (1970) and 
the black -eommunity im Watts 
(19%695) in Los Angeles. 
Councilwoman 开 elly added that 
the picture of the drug tra 伍 c as 
stated by the bulletin is a “gross 
mis-repbresentation of -fact.… 
According to the bulletin, it appears 
as 让 the Chinese as a group are 
responsible for the increase in the 
flow of drugs into the country. In 
fact, the real culprit，she believes, is 
the U.S，government， Citing evi- 
dence from a document written by 
members of the Chinese community 
to refute the charges of Younger， 
she claimed that the CIA and the 
U.S. government have been heavily 
involved in the ptotection of opium 
smugglers in the so-called “Golden 
Triangle"” of Southeast Asia. 
Ling-chi Wang，speaking for the 
Chinese American Democratic 
Club，called on “San Francisco 
legislators to investigate (1) the pos- 
sible violations of the civil rights of 
all Chinese Americans and (2) the 
improper use of public funds in the 
collection and dissemination of 
criminal research data.” 


LEGALTACTICS 

In discussing the legal tactics in- 
volved in the suit，David Moon， 
attorney for Chinatown Neighbor- 
hood Legal Assistance, said that the 
complaint was filed in federal court 
instead of state fourt becatse the 
state attorney geiieral， 1] 站 e some 


states in the South, is immune from 
defamatory acts。 The case Was 
placed in the lower federal court in 
order to attack the problem from 
the point of view of a violation of 
civil rights. Although this is admit- 
tedly a “new area of law,”Moon 
cited the precedent of Hammond vs. 
Brown, a case involving students in 
the Kent State riots where the court 
held that the attorney general could 
not use grand jury evidence against 
the students without violating the 
civil rights of the student， 

A partiallist of s9 individuals and 
community agencies Supporting the 
suit，which was issued at the Press

ley. 

Also issued was a 37-page report 
entitled,“A Refutation of the Attor- 
ney Generals Report, which gave a 
documented，historical analysis of 
the Triads and Tongs，a statistical 
examination ofthe extent of Chinese 
involvement in crimes of prosti- 
tution， gambling， and narcotics 
from 1965 to 1972, an analysis of the 
usage of anti-Chinese sentiment as a 
political tool in the 19th and 20th 
centuries, and a profile of California 
attorney general Evelle Younger，

PRESS CRITICIZED 

Concerning local media coverage 
of the Chinatown youth problem，

We have all heard much in the 
media regarding violence between 
Bay Area Chinese youths. The re- 
Porting generally has been sensa- 
tional and inaccurate. One Sunday 
magazine alleged that most of it 
was due to the workings of an 
international mafia-style Chinese 
crime organization. Actually, most 
of it is just painful explosive vio- 
lence among very young people-. 

In Chinatown，we know why 
violence is happening. Despite a 
Plea in 1968 from Chinese youths 
themselves for job training and 
educational programs, the city re- 
fused and refuses now to' deal with 
the plight of youth in the ghetto 
Chinatown. Violence as aproduct 
of that refusal was predicted then 
and it is happening now. 

SUPERSTITIOUS 

世 ong ago, in farm society, when 
things like a food，drought，or 
shifting land occurred， farmers 
would freak out and sacrifice 
goats，cattle，and sometimes hu- 
mans to appease Some evil spirit 
that had nothing to do with what 
was. Eventually，some People be- 
came wise and stepped away from 
thinking dnly of their own plot of 
land. Recognizing larger environ- 
mental factors，they collectively 
built dams to store water and irri- 
gation canals to control its fiow， 
and planted trees to control the 
wind. 

Many _ people today are still 
superstitious 1like that regarding 
the _ pattern of youth violence. 
They feel that 让 they can only get

rid of this batch of bad kidqs, every- 
thing will be fine. These people 
feel better when anonymous Joe 
Fongs，Robert Louies，Ski-masks， 
and Wah Ching scapegoats are con- 
victed and jailed. 

ENVIRONMENT FACTORS 

They won't recognize that there 
are factors in the environment of 
the city that produce this pattern 
of youth violence.“Well, Tve got 
to do my thing，get a house，take 
care of my family. I have no time 
for other things. Besides, it1l never 
affect me anyway, ”they say. They 
can't see _ that this Pattern can 
sweep up their own sons and 
daughters. They can't even See 
that people return fom Prisons 一 
and then what? Their attitude ils， 
“Tm just going to take care of my 
own plot of land.…” 

The factors of the _ environment 
of the city that produce youth vio- 
lence _ are _ the _ economic，social， 
political，racial，and cultural rela- 
tionships that create the ghetto. 
San Francisco is not incapable of 
responding to _ the problem like 
some cities back east. We'Te not as 
hard-pressed and we possess the 
resources to dismantle the Pattern. 
We only have to decide to want to 
do it. In 1968, Chinatown youth 
asked the city for help. It refused. 
Mayor Alioto was too busy run- 
ning for higher office to worry 
about that. So now the pattern of 
violence is part of life as usual. 
Death and a body in a pool of 
blood in Pauley Ballroom is just 
part of life as usual. Bitterly real 
and sad.

At this stage，what remains for 
the .center to become reality are 
detailed specifications by- archi- 
tects and contract bidding from 
construction companijies，the Par- 
ticulars of which must be submit- 
ted to the govermnment by July 
1974. Barring unforeseen difficul- 
ties，the facility should then be 
available for use within 18 to 24 
Ionths.

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POLICE EXANM STREANMLINED

Faced with recent court deci- 
sions and lawsuits over the small 
representation of minorities on 
the San Francisco Police Depart- 
Iment，Civil Service has dropped 
height，weight and Sex require- 
ments for the new exam for police 
officer. 

Police brass are unhappy with 
the changes designed to bring more 
minorities into the Police depart- 
ment，and they are claiming stan- 
dards will be lowered. 

“Opening the ranks like this is 
against the best interests of the 
citizens of San Francisco,” says 
Supervising Captain Jeremiah 开 ay- 
lor.“It wjll reduce the quality and 
the amount of police Protection 
afforded to our citizens.” 

“As far as I can see” adds Cap- 
tain Charles Barca, chief of inspec- 
tors)“the only benefit of a 5-foot 
policeman would be for under- 
COVeT woOIK.” 

ATHLETIC TEST 

Civil Service General Manager 
Bernard Orsi disagrees.“If a five- 
foot，two-inch guy can pass the 
Physical，no one is going to be 
einbarrassed to have him as 3 
Policeman.”Candidates mnust Pass 
a rigid athletic test devised for 
Civil Service by Frank Verduccil， 
chairman of the men's physical 
education department at San Fran- 
cisco State. 

“He rode with patrol cars and 
watched policemen as they 
worked” said Orsi. “This test is 
Very rigorous, but it's the result of 
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thorough analysis of the physical 
requirement of the job and should 
be job-related.…” 

Applications for police officer 
began being accepted last Wednes- 
day and the last date for submis- 
sion is Novetmber 30. A 500TPpoint 
written exam will be given in De- 
cember and those who pass will 
be eligible to take a non-scoring 
qualifying oral exam and then the 
500-point athletic test. 

WRITTEN EXAM 

According to Gerald Rothman 
of Civil Service，SFPD brass and 
the Police Officers Association felt 


that since there was a lack of - 


standardization in the new test， 
the written should definitely be 
graded，Orsi had previously an- 
nounced that the written would 
be qualifying and the oral would 
be worth 500 Points. Candidates 
will now be ranked on a curve 
basis on the written. 

Another major change that could 
greatiy improve the chances for 
minorities to gain entry into the 
SFPD involves the residency re- 
quirement. The requirement has

states to the 9 Bay Area counties. 
If Orsi decides that there are 
enough applicants，he could nar- 
row it further to San Francisco 
residents only. According to Orsis 
assistant，Rothman，out of 5000 
persons who have expressed am 
interest in the exam，about two- 
thirds are residents of the nine Bay 
Area counties.

STONE RUBBINGS 
DISPLAYED IN N.Y. 


NEW YORK 一 An exhibition of 
stone rubbings of ancient Chinese 
bas-reliefs is being held at the Chi- 
nese Cultural Center，159 Lexing- 
ton Ave. here, from 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. daily through November 23. 

On display are 24 rubbings in 
ink and color from bas-reliefs， 
some dating back to the 卫 astern 
Han Dynasty and others .to the 
Northern Wei Dynasty. The rub- 
bings were made from the original 
stone slabs and tiles built into the 
walls of mortuary chambers. 

The art of stone rubbing devel- 
oped in China as early as the 工 ang 
and Sung dynasties. It wasperfect- 
ed and gained immense popularity 
during the reigns of emperors 
Ch'ien-lung，Chia-ch'ing and Iao- 
kuang of the Ch'ing Dynasty-. 
Stone rubbing has become a col- 
lector's hobby and a key to under- 
standing past Chinese history and 
culture.

“would apply equally to men and 
women and that all applicants 
would have to pass.every part of 
the exam, including lifting a 150- 
,pound sandbag，Ilifting 50-pound 
dumbbells in each hand, and doing 
numerous push-ups. None of the 
women in the program can accom- 
plish these tasks at this time. 
Dangerfield hopes for alast-minute 
Teprieve or an easing of these re- 
quirements. Tse says many of the 
women were ready to quit when 
the qualifications for the exam 
were mmade public. 
TSE BACKED 
Officer Fred Lau states he had a 
lot of faith in the program in the 
beginning, but has lost confidence 
in it.Both Lau and Inspector Herb 
Lee back Tse and feel he was right 
to resign. Lau admits he is spread 
too thin and just hasn't been able 
to give _ enough time to the pro- 
gram. “I don't think he (Tse) 
should stay in the program with 


these Pressures,， says Lau.“There 
is no way II could give up what 
Im doing now. None of the Asian 
officers has put imn any time in the 
Program.” There are only five Chi- 
nese in the 1900-strong SFEPD. 

Dangerfield has already hired an- 
other recruiter, Larry Wong, to re- 
Place Tse. The program is funded 
for one year，and candidates will 
be Preparing for exams that will 
be given to determine priority for 
hiriamg of pojlice officers. Danger- 
field feels his graduates will have 
an excellent chance of passing the 
written exam since they will have 
already scored high on his state 
aptitude screening test.

possible improper use of public 
funds in the research of data, and 
has demanded a retraction and am 
official apology from the attorney 
general.
